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Dept. of Highways 
Awards Contract 


Clarke T. Rollins, M.P.P. 
Hastings, has announced that 
the Ontario Department of High- 
ways hos approved the awarding 
of a contract by the Hastings 
County Road Committee, for the 
reconstruction of a portion of the 
County Road 3, north of Marmora 
To MenardConstruction Ltd. of 
Green Volley, Ontario.The con- 
tract calls for Grading, Drainage, 
Granular Base on 4.2 miles, and 
the bid accepted was in the am- 
ount of $399,987.55 which was 
the lowest of the 7 tenders recei-| 
ved. 

This is the second phase of 
the reconstruction of thisroad as 
a Development Road Project, to- 
ward which the Province contri- 
butes 100% of the construction 
costs. 

A tender call is scheduled for 
this Fall to complete the section 
in the Volley of Marmora. When 
this hos been finished, a total of 
8.5 miles stretching from 
Highway 7 to the Peterborough 
County boundary at Cordova 

Mines, will have been rebuilt. 

The total contribution by the 
Province toward the reconstruc- 
tion of this road to dote, includ- 
ing this contract, is $820, 950. 
In addition to this, the Highways 
Department has contributed 50% 
of the cost of right-of-way ac- 
quisition and fencing which total: 
$79,925. 

It is expected thet work will 
be commenced in two or three 
weeks and will be supervised 
for the County, by the Engineer- 
ing firm of Totten, Sims, Hubick 
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tenders will be called for the 
reconstruction of the County 
road from Marlbank to Highway

The Contract, providing for 
a management fee of five per 
cent on a total contract not to 
exceed $2,700,000 was the 
lowest tender received for the 
project and has been recomm- 
ended by the Board to the Depart 
ment of Education for final ap- 
proval, Judge Anderson said in 
making the announcement. 

The Loyalist College Board 
of Governors has already rece- 
ived approval from the Depart- 
ment for an allocation of $1,500

Perhaps the report's most sig- 
nificant and embarrassing Finding 
is that few teachers have read 
the Hall-Dennis report which 
was released June 12, 1968. 

Of those interviewed, only 
seven percent have read the 
complete edition, and another 
14 per cent have read an abri- 
dged copy. About a third have

Versed in Hall-Dennis or 
not 59 per cent of the teachers 
still believe homework is a nec- 
essary part of a child's educatior 
and two-thirds believe tests 
are necessary to judge his pro- 
gress.

The survey indicated that 
two-thirds of teachers reject the 
Hall-Dennis suggestion that a 
teacher's professional organiza- 
tion take over the power to li- 
cense teachers.

Old age pension payments 
will go up to $79.58a month 
from $78. starting next January 
when contributors to the Canad- 
ian Pension Plan will also start to 
poy more. 

The increase in the old age 
security pension payment wi iat 
affect 1,600,000 Canadians, in- 
cluding those who will start draw- 
ing the persion for the first time 
when the qualifying age limit 
drops to 65 on January 1. 

In addition, some 780 , 000 
Canadians qualifying forthe guar 
anteed income supplement will 
start receiving $31.83 a month. 
compared with $31.20 being 
paid this year. 

The increases, announced by 
the welfare department, result 
from the formula tying pension 
benefits to the costs of living 
While the consumer price index 
rose by five per cent inthe 
last 12 months. The formula lim- 
its the increase to two per cent. 

The revenue department an- 
nounced concurrently that c on: 
tributions to be paid by employ 
ees, persons to the Canada Pen- 
sion Plan will also be increased 

In January UP $ 1.80 

The maximum yearly contri- 
butions by employees will rise

Hydro Appeals To 
Farmers To Scrap 
Home-made Fencers 


A six-year-old Hamilton area 
girl was electrocuted in midJ uly 
when she crawled under a fence 
on her father's farm. The child 
was chasing her kitten at the tire 
of the tradgedy. 

Just a few days later a 1,600 
pound bull was electrocuted when 
it contacted an electrified fence 
intended to keep it from entering 
a neighboring property. 

In the wake of these accident 
Ontario Hydro has appealed to 
farmers across the province to im: 
mediately remove the electric 
fence controllers of the home- 
made or unapproved type. 

Both the child and the bull 
were killed by contact with the 
fences electrified by home-made | 
electric fence controllers. 

Investigation into the death 
of the child revealed the unap- | 
proved fence controller consisted | 
of a line cord, lampholder, step- | 
up transformer ( 115 to 600 volts) | 
and two wires to connect the 600 
volt secondary toa ground rod | 
and the fence.

The arrangement permitted

The "off" period must be nine 
tenths of a second minimum t o 
meet CSA standards. Failure of 
any internal component may not 
result in continuous current of 
more than five milliamperes on | 
the fence.

Many flowering plants benefit 
from the removal of dead flowers, | 
say horticulturists with the Ontar- 
io Department of Agriculture and 
Food. 

Faded and dying rose blossoms 
should be trimmed off to prevent 
seed setting. In doing so, energy | 
is directed into the production of | 
new growth and more blossoms will 
occur later in the season. 

Hardy phlox that have Flower-| 
ed should have their heads remov- 
ed. Again, this prevents the For- 
mation of seed and promotes 
second crop of Flowers. 

To keep annuals blooming for 
a longer time, remove all faded 
flowers. Otherwise the growth of 
young buds is checked by develop 
ing seed pods, and no Further flow| 
ers will develop.

As soon as red raspberries hae 
finished bearing, cut out old fruit 
ing cones, advise horticulturists 
with the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture and Food.

Old canes should be cut off at 
ground level. The removal of old 
canes soon ofter bearing helps to 
Prevent the spread of disease to 
new growth.

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Guarantees - Gifts 
or Gimmicks 


Shopping today seems decep- 
tively easy. There's a wide choice 
of items, each one carrying its 
own enticement--this shirt requir 
es no ironing, that one is color- 
fast this paint won't peel, th at 
one won't fade. The lure of these 
guarantees often persuades us to 
buy, but like books with attrac- 
tive covers, ‘ve can only evalu- 
ate them after we have read 
them from beginning to end. Too 
often we are so captivated by the 
benefits, we fail to see the ex- 
ceptions. In fact, guarantees 
may not give the consumer more- 
they may give him less. 

What is a guarantee actually 
What is often called a guarantee 
is really, in law, a warranty or 
condition -- that is, a promise by 
the manufacturer or retailer con- 
cerning such things as quality, 
performance, cordition, or fit- 
ness of the article. All warr- 
enties fall into one of two cate- 
gories: "implied" or " express” 

Implied warranties and con- 
ditions are promised implied by 
law as the result of indicial de- 
cisions or statutory provisions of 
provincial legislation such as 
Sale of Goods Acts. They are 
called "implied" because they 
are fixed on the seller by law. 

These promises include:that 
the dealer has a right to sell the 
goods; that the goods supplied

correspond with the descrip- 
tion or samples provided, that 

the article is in good condition 
and suitable for the required pur- 
pose. Some of the protection of 

"implied warranties" may be ex- 
cluded, however, whenan "ex 
Press warranty" is given. 

Express warranties are spec- 
ific promises made by the manu- 
facturer or retailer, as stated 
above, concerning quality, per- 
formance, condition etc. The 
big difference is that when we 
accept an “express warranty" 
we often give up the implied 
warranties" as a condition of 
acceptance. When this occurs, 
it can mean the guarantee is 
not the bargain you think it is. 

All guarantees should be 
read carefully; look for the 
"ifs" and "buts" ALWAYS GET 
YOUR GUARANTEES STATED 
IN WRITING, It is quite obvi- 
ous how difficult it can be to 
claim that any guarantee was 
given if it was not put into writ 
ing. 

What, then, should you 
look for in a warranty or guar- 
antee? It should disclose in 
writing, either on the label, 
booklet or bill of sale: 

1. What product---or parts of 
the product is actually guoran- 
teed. 

2. What characteristics are in- 
cluded in---or excluded from--- 
the guarantee. Fox example, if 
an item must be returned for re- 
pairs, who pays for the labour , 
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the shipping? 


3. The duration of each section 
of the guarantee---how long are 
they in effect? 

4. What the buyer must do to ob- 
tain the guarantee. Sometimes 
its necessary to complete and 
send in a form. 

5. Exactly how the guarantee 
“will fulfill his promises, i.e.will 
be repair, replace, or refund? 
6. Who the guarantor is-dealer 
or manufacturer. This is impor- 
‘tant if the purchaser moves t o 
another city and the item fails 
to live up to its claims. 

If a guarantee or warranty 
is not honoured in circumstances 
in which it should be, contact the 
head office of the firm involved. 
You may also refer to (1) your 
provincial or (2) federal govern: 
ment consumer affairs bureau 
for advice, or you can take it 
to your lawyer if you feel it is 
practical in terms of expense and 
| bother. 

! When you accept. a guarantee 
or a warranty, you enter intoa 
contract with the dealer or man- 
ufacturer. And like all contracts 
the fine print should be read 
| carefully to make sure that the 
‘ warranty does not exaggerate 

benefits and conceal exceptions 

exceptions that could cost you 
more than you expect to pay.

Fringe benefits for non-teach- 
ing employees of the Hastings 
county board of education hove 
been brought into line with those 
accorded teaching personnel. 

Recommendations made by 
MacDonald Smith, chairman of 
@ committee appointed to review 
fringe benefits, were approved 
by the board at a committee-of- 
the whole meeting following the 
regular board meeting Tuesday 
Aug. 5th. 

The committee was appointed 
ofter some trustees expressed con: 
cern that suggested benefits 
might exceed those accorded em- 
ployees in comparable industries 
in the area. 

After Sept. 1, the board will 
subsidize 45 per cent of ward 
coverage under Ontario Hospital 
Insurance. The Employee will 
pay 55 per cent of the premiums. 
After Oct. 1 the board will pay 
45 percent of the cost of a med- 
ical insurance plan to be select- 
ed by the teacher-board relation 
committee.

curance range from 43 per cent 
to 100 per cent. 

Each non-teaching employee 
will be granted two days sick 
leave a month, which can be 
accumulated for a total of 240 
days. Not chargeable to sick 
leave is time off for death in 
the immediate family, quaran- 
tine and jury duty. 

Absence without pay will be 
granted to employees for attend- 
ance at graduation, weddings, 
funerals, and for personal busin- 
ess and moving.
